The  advance  into  Rohrbach  met  little  opposition  and 
carried  the  Third  Army  beyond  the  last  ring  of  Siegfried 
Line  pillboxes  in  that  area  This  constituted' the  fourth 
break  in  the  line  by  the  Allies,  the  others  being  at  Klevc.

Stuart  Alrxnn^T  Henderson 

A public  figure  in  Canada  for  considerably 
more  than  half  a century.  Mr  Stuart  Hender- 
son died  in  Victoria  yesterday  after  a brief 
illness,  at  the  age  of  81  years  \ contem 
porary  at  college  of  a former  Chief  Justice 
c»f  C anada.  Sir  Lyman  P Duff  and  of  the 
late  Hon.  Gordon  Hunter,  former  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  British  Columbia.  Mr.  Henderson  held 
one.  of  Ins  first  law  posts  as  junior  counsel 
in  the  Department  of  Justice.  Ottawa,  under 
Sir  Wilfrid  I aurier.  A gold  medalist  at 
college,  he  became  one  of  Canada's  foremost 
barristers,  and  occupied  an  almost  unique- 
position  as  defence  counsel  in  criminal  law- 
proceedings.  It  was  said  trt  bun  that  he  had 
defrnded  fifty  men  charged  with  capital 
crimes,  and  with  such  distinction  > that  his 
name  became  a byword  in  Canada 

There  were  many  sides  to  the  late  Stuart 
Alexander  Henderson,  and  all  of  them  w-erc 
human.  1 he  son  of  a Scottish  stone  cutter, 
lie  umc  to  this  land  from  Aberdeenshire  at 
the  age  of  nine  He  graduated  from  1 oronto 
L'mvrraity  at  the  head  of  his  class  After  a 
tune  in  the  Department  of  Justice  he  came 
West,  and  was  practicing  law  at  Aslnrolt  in

A Liberal  of  the  old  school.  Mr  Hendei 
s.»n  was  a studenj  of  public  affairs  lor  all  of 
Ins  life  lie  was  a power  in  the  1 ibtral  Party 
at  all  times,  but  of  too  independent  a mind 
lo  trail  behind  anv  human  leadership  for 
lung.  His  charities  and  benevolences  were 
many,  and  scrupulously  hidden.  When  at 
the  top  of  his  profession,  he  practiced  m a 
little  office  hardly  eight  feet  square:  but  briefs 
belt  a worn  pathway  to  his  doorway  In 
court  hr  spoke  with  an  old  world  courtesy 
and  with  even,  unruffled  temper  and  his 
reading  of  tlie  law  svas  listened  to  with 
respect  from  the  highest  and  most  seasoned 
of  Benches.  Hjs  legal  vonquesls  wcncprsib 
ably  without  exact  parallel  in  all  Canada, 
but  in  spite  of  that  he  won  both  the  respect 
and  the  friendship  of  men  whom  he  had
